Arthur Henderson Urges 
Need of Collective Agree¬ 
ment on Armaments 

NORM ANTON. Yortuhlr. Nov 30 
(CP).—Reaffirmst ton of the Labor 
party's public ownership principles 
and a declaration that It was Im¬ 
perative that world armaments be 
brought under a collective agree¬ 
ment, featured an address here to¬ 
night b: Arthur Hendereoq, presi¬ 
dent of the World Disarmament 
Conference and former leader of 
the Labor party. 

He described the International 
situation as grave, but said he did 
not believe war was Inevitable In 
the immediate future. The arma¬ 
ments situation was the moat dan¬ 
gerous symptom In the recent dis¬ 
quieting International situation, he 
declared. “It la imperative that 
the world's armaments be brought 
Into a collective agreement re¬ 
stricted and controlled by inter¬ 
national authority.’’ Mr. Henderson 
said. 

ONLY THBOUGH LEAGUE 

The only way In which this might 
be done waa through the League of 
Nations, and Involved drastic dis¬ 
armament. particularly the abo¬ 
lition of weapons such as national 
air forces, which threatened de¬ 
struction so catastrophic and sud¬ 
den as to render the League system 
helpless. Prevention of private 
manufacture of arms and collective 
action against an aggressor was 
»i«ft paramount, he said. 

There was a deepening convic¬ 
tion that the situation, nationally 
and internationally, demanded the 
application of bolder and more 
fundamental measures, he < 
tinned. “If the Labor party Is re¬ 
turned with a definite majority.

Two Launches Sighted in

sinking vessels by the tug Strath, of 
Victoria, today as a stiff gale swept 
the Oulf of Georgia, forcing small 
shipping to run to shelter and earn¬ 
ing minor waterfront damage. 

En route from Vancouver Island 
to Vancouver to pick up a tow. the 
Strath encountered two small gas- 
boats In distress of Bowen Island, 
heavy seas sweeping the tiny craft 
and threatening to engulf them at 
afly moment.

H J^AvAX, Nov. 30 (CP).—Canada's new Central Bank 
ia destined for success, its deputy governor predicted 
today as he reached the Dominion to take up his new 
duties. “It may take some time, but I believe the new bank¬ 
ing structure will work out well,** said the new executive, J. A. 
C. Osborne, who has given up his position aS secretary of the 
Bank of England for from two to five years to help Canada set 
its recently-organized financial system on its feet. 


The man who will be second In 
command of the Bank of 
—an alert, youthful-appearing 
Briton—arrived here from England 
aboard the liner Duchess of York. 
He entrained almost Immediately 
for Ottawa, where the bank will 
have Its headquarters On the 
train. Mr. Osborne will celebrate a 
birthday—his fifty-third. 

WILL BE FAIRLY BUSY 

Mr. Osborne minimised the work 
that faced Wm. Graham F. Towers, 
the thirty-seven-year-old governor, 
would have to do some traveling in 
getting the bank organized, and the 
deputy would be fairly busy, it 
seemed, "when Mr. Towers isn’t 
around.” 

He omitted' to mention he had 
come to Canada preceded by a 
reputation as an able banking 
organiser in Europe. 

Having organised the bank for 
international settlement*, and the 
foreign and overseas departments 
of the Bank of England, he has 
spent more than thirty years of his 
fifty-two years of life with the 
bank. 

PREDICTS SUCCESS 

In foreign countries, he said, 
central banks had proven their 
worth, and there was little reason 
why equal success should not be 
met In Canada. Business and in 
d us try should benefit, though in¬ 
directly, through the bank's opera¬ 
tion. 

Control should be exercised over 
financial activities, he said, through 


the present banking system, which 
it would supplement 

BIGHT OF VETO 
One thing Mr. Osborne found 
“peculiar" about the new bank. 
That was (lie circumstance .that 
Governor Graham Towers had been 
accorded the right of veto over the 
board of directors. The deputy 
governor was not critical of the 
move; he remarked merely that it 
deviated from central banking prac¬ 
tice In other countries. 

So far as he was concerned, plans 
for the organization of the Central 
Bank were indefinite. Mr. Oabome 
He had not seen the Gov- 
since he left England for 
Canada some weeks ago. He be¬ 
lieved. however, it should be func¬ 
tioning by February of next year, 
organization work having been 
completed in the meantime.

The objectof the so¬ 
ciety is not just to satisfy a senti¬ 
mental desire to help individual 
cases of neglect, but U primarily for 
the benefit of the community gen¬ 
erally. in preventing children from 
growing up as a menace to society. 
We must be very careful that we do 
not let our children develop a frame 
of mind likely to make them mis¬ 
use the freedom from our control, 
which they arrive at at the age of 
eighteen, and which mighfP very 
well end In their bringing chil¬ 
dren of their own under eohditions 
similar to those which brought 
about their own commitment to us.

One of the arguments advanced 
by Argentina to which considerable 
weight was. attached here was .the 
contention that Canada, as well as 
Australia, had rapidly Increased 
wheat production from 1914 down 
to the present, while Argentina’s 
production had remained fairly con 
stant.v These Increases in other 
producing countries, it was claimed, 
were in a large measure responsible 
for the world surplus, and an equal 
reduction imposed on all countries 
was consequently inequitable to the 
one producer, which had not so en¬ 
larged Its acreage. 

So far as officials in Ottawa are 
Informed it Is understood the United 
8 tates delegates supported Argen¬ 
tina In this contention, and were 
even more favorable to that coun¬ 
try’s point of,view than the Cana¬ 
dian representatives. 

Actually, Canada has taken no 
steps to affect compulsory t 
acreage reduction under the world 
pact. A certain amount of propa¬ 
ganda in favor of reduction nas 
been promoted among farmers, and 
the Government has been prepared 
to restrict exports to the quota 
limit.

Tennis, found In him an eagfcr devotee 
and one who showed prowess. Possibly golf was 
his favorite diversion, especially in latter years. 
In this game he won his blue at Cambridge, and 
his skill was known throughout Canada and up 
and down the Pacific Coast. He was a sportsman 
in every sense of the word, the type at games 
with whon. it was a privilege for anyone to play, 
for with him it was the game always and never the 
prize. In social circles in Victoria he was known 
to everyone; Indeed of the younger set he was 
one of the best known members In the city, and 
whoever had the privilege of knowing him ap¬ 
preciated his many good qualities and the sense 
of comradeship he always diffused. 

The passing of Mr. Matson is an event which J 
makes for a deep-set feeling of sadness around ‘ 
the Colonist Building. The association of friend¬ 
ship which his father had built up with the em¬ 
ployees of this newspaper was ably maintained 
by his eldest son who possessed so many person¬ 
ally likeable qualities, who was so courteous al¬ 
ways to everyone, and who, by nature, was so 
well fitted for the newspaper profession. His 
d^ath, coming within such s brief period of 
the demise of his' father, the best known and 
best loved of Victoria’s citizens for a long num¬ 
ber of years, intensifies the grief that will be felt. 
This blow of fate to one so young seems like a 
tragic accident of fortune. It is no exaggeration 
to say that in the loss of a citizen so well known 
and so widely liked the deepest sympathy of the 
community. In which The Colonist joins in a 
particularly poignant way, will go out to Mra. 
J. S. H. Matson, his mother; Mr. H. T. Matson, his 
brother, and Mrs. P. A. C. Cousland. his sister, in 
the heart-rending loss which the family has sus¬

The “Oeorges’ ” Wedding Olft Fund is a 
movement which has extended all over the Em¬ 
pire. It was started by a group of Oeorges in 
England including the Duke of Sutherland. Lord 
Luke of Pavenham. Mr. G. H. Ferguson. High 
Commissioner for Canada, and Messrs. George 
Lambert, M.P., Oeorge Lansbury. M.P.. Oeorge 
F. Allison. Oeorge Arliss and George H. Drum¬ 
mond. The appeal was made before the Royal 
Wedding and will not close for some time. Or¬ 
iginally it was intended to make a personal gift 
to the Duke of Kent. He, however, expreased the 
desire that the money raised should establish a 
permanent endowment* fund for the benefit of 
necessitous children. It is a happy thought and 
the roll containing the names of all contributors 
will be accepted by Their Royal Highnesses Prince 
Oeorge and the Princess Marina as a record of 
those associated in the presentjUion. 

It is on the suggestion of Mr. George Howard 
Ferguson that an appeal for the Fund is being 
/'madcHn Canada. Many small sums are expected 
to be subscribed. In the case of all donors of fifty 
cents or more receipts will be sent accompanied 
by a special souvenir consisting of portraits of 
the Royal Couple ready for framing and with 
the name of the donor Inscribed thereon. There 
must be a million and more Georges In the Em¬ 
pire.

Capt. C. T. P. Ulm has decided to 
blase the air trail" from Canada to 
Australia by leaving from Oakland. 
This is disappointing. It was an¬ 
nounced by the captain that the 
purpose of his flight was to pioneer 
the route between Canada and the 
Australian Commonwealth. Just how 
this may be accomplished by taking 
off from California is a matter that 
requires some explanation. The fact 
that Captain Ulm has, for reasons 
best known to himself, changed his 
ns is, of course, disappointing. 
He had considered leaving from 
Long Beach. Even his contempla¬ 
tion of the Vancouver Island stretch 
of sands, however, as a suitable 
point of departure should be of 
value, for he has called attention 
to that long neglected asset of 
British Columbia. Aviation is still 
in its beginnings. There will be vast 
developments within the next few 
years. Flights across the Pacific will 
become ordinary affairs. It there¬ 
fore is of utmost Importance to this 
Province, and to Vancouver Island, 
that Long Beach should be put into 
shape for such air journey take 
offs. The first requirement is to 
connect the place with the highway 
system of the Island by construct¬ 
ing a suitable road. This should be 
done in any event, for if Long Beach 
waa made available to motorists, it 
would prove to be a most attractive 
holidaying spot. The revenue de¬ 
rived by the Oovemment from the 
acdltional consumption of gasoline, 
alone, would contribute largely to 
Its construction.

HOW YOU MAY LIVE SAFELY

You are reading every day of the 
sudden death of middle-aged men 
who have been afflicted with angina 
pectoris, yet you know of one or 
more men who have had ang 
pectoris for years who seem to live 
a normal life despite occasional 
attacks.

The heart pumps about four or 
five quarts of blood to all parts of the 
body every minute when you are at 
rest, and can pump ten times that 
much—forty quarts—per minute If 
you are working hard. 

Similarly it is estimated that as 
these little vessels feeding the heart 
receive about five per cent of the 
whole flow of blood, nearly half a 
pint passes through them when the 
body is at rest and nearly two 
quarts, or half a gallon, p 
through them when you are working 
or exercising hard. 

The point, then, to that even if you 
have angina pectoris but do not 
work hard so as to need more than 
the usual few ounces of blood pass¬ 
ing through these vessels you may 
live a goodly number of years. 

If. in addition to not 
working hard physically, you do not 
get excited or upaet In your mind, 
you are not likely to have a spasm 
in these little vessels, because the 
spasm can check the flow of blood
